tion. All tools will be kept in the 
police office and the policemen 
will be in charge of recumpens- 
ing the transient alm seekers. 

Plan back of the woodyard is to} 
provide a place for persons to be | 
sent in response to their request 
for assistance. They will be given 
an hour’s work and in return for 
this will receive a coupon valued | 
at 35 cents at any local store or 
cafe The coupon will bear the 
name of the Associated Charities 
the name of the local relief com- 
mittee. 

The cut-up wood will be sold to 
persons at a low figure, this money 
to offset the 35-cent-an-hour labor 
charge. The Associated Char- 
ities, Ernest H. Gibson, chairman, 
and Clair E. Kirk, secretary, will 
be in charge of the enterprise, re- 
ceive donations of wood, sell the 
fireplace length timbers and cash 
the coupons for the merchants. 

The project is to be self-main- 
taining. Wood is expected to be 
donated and material, suitable to 
be used, is sought in an appeal 
issued by Mr. Gibson today. 
Trucks to haul the wood have been 
assured. All details of operation 
have been donated.
